The other members of the 
commission, whose chairman is Sen- 
ator Knight, Republican leader of 
the upper house, are Republican 
legislators. 
Minority Also Files Report. 

Mr. Walsh and Professor Bonbright 
joined in a minority report which 
also was presented to the Legisla- 
ture, its contents already having 
been made public. With the two re- 
ports was filed a statement from Sen- 
ator Warren T. Thayer, chairman of 
the Senate Committee on Public Ser- 
vice. 

Aside from making a charge that 
the Public Service Commissioners 
had been lax in the enforcement of 
the law and showed pronounced lean- 
ings toward the public utility cor- | 
porations, thereby bringing about a} 
breakdown of regulation, the minori- | 
ty report failed to agree with the 
findings of the majority in only one | 
essential respect, this being the | 
recommendation with regard to the 
valuation of utility properties for | 
rate-making. 

The Governor’s appointees urged 


application of the so-cailed ‘‘prudent 
investment’’ principle, under which 
the prevailing ‘‘value of the prop- 
erty” principle is abandoned and the | 
“actual cost’”’ standard substituted. 
The majority, on the other hand, 
would enable the Public Service 
Commission to arrive at agreements 
with corporations with regard to rate 
bases, such valuations, with changes | 
to cover additional invéstments, to be 
embodied in contracts which would 
remain in force for periods not to 
exceed ten years. 


Most Differences Minor. 


There were minor differences as to 
methods of meeting situations on/| 


which all were agreed. The minority, 
for example, advocated that the Gov- 
ernor appoint the ‘‘people’s counsel,”’ | 
while the majority would vest the 
power in the Attorney General.- The 
minority recommended a minimum | 
increase in salaries for certain po- 
sitions of the Public Service Com- | 
mission, while the majority urged a| 
comprehensive survey of existing 
salary schedules, classification and 
standardization of the pay of the en- 
tire staff.

March 4.—The southerly gale which 
was sending the City of New York 
along her course to Dunedin at rec- 
ord speed yesterday had subsided 
this morning, but strong winds of 
varying intensity are blowing from 
the southwest. 

According to Captain Melville’s 
dead reckoning, Admiral Byrd’s 
flagship is making seven knots 
before the quartering wind and sea. 
This would place us in Lat. 60.42S., 
Long. 168.26 E. at noon today, or 
898 miles south of Tairoa Head, 
N. Z. 

The day’s run was 162 miles, but 
an observation at noon yesterday 
showed that the ship had made 179 
miles in the previous twenty-four 
hours, her best run since she left 
Dunedin on her voyage to the Bar- 
rier and return.

Unofficially a good deal more is 
being said. In the first place, one 
hears it suggested that the message 
about the consultation plan might 
better have been addressed to the 
United States Senate, since the ma- 
jority of the American delegation 
favors such a plan unless it threat- 
ens to kill the whole treaty in the 
American upper house. 

As for the plea for reduction, it is 
felt that emphasis on that demand / 
is rather unfair to the American | 
delegation here. This may best be 
explained by noting that the cable-| 
gram said nothing about parity. It 
ought to be known by every signer 
of the cablegram that the delegation 
has instructions to work for parity

France would then have a fleet 
which would be one of the most 
modern in European waters, with the 
strongest submarine force in the 
world and the fastest cruisers and 
flotilla leaders. She would also have 
two new capital ships of between 
20,000 and 25,000 tons of new design, 
intended to be the French answer to 
Germany’s 10,000-ton ‘‘pocket battle- 
ship,’’ the Ersatz Preussen. 

The fact that André Tardieu re- 
mains at the head of the govern- 
ment and of the naval delegation is 
in itself sure indication that this 
program will be maintained. It will, 
in fact, be all the more strictly ad- 
hered to because what criticism there | 
has been of the French position dur- 
ing the past crisis has come from 
the Socialists.

PRESIDENT MASARYK 
FOR SCHOOL REFORMS 


Agrees With Teachers Visiting 
Him on His Birthday—Reds 
Criticize Tribute to Him. 


Wireless to Taz New YorK Traces. 

PRAGUE, March 3.—In the course 
of today’s celebrations of his birth- 
day, President Masaryk received 
| representatives of the teaching pro- 
| fession and told them that perhaps it 
| was no accident that the first Presi- 
om of the Czechoslovak Republic 
| was a teacher. He declared he had 
always seen the school as a State in 
miniature. 

In reply to the deputation’s de- 
mand for a new school system, Presi- 
| dent Masaryk expressed his approval 
of the idea of a reform. He pointed 
|out it is the principal task of high 
schools and universities to prepare 
the student to adopt an independent 
attitude toward the problems of life. 

The deputation came from the 
| President’s birthplace, Goeding. They 
were received in audience and the 
| President chatted with the older 
members of the deputations, who had 
|been his schoolfellows in Goeding 
public schoo! days. 

During this afternoon’s sitting of 
the Prague council committee the 
Communists again demonstrated 
against the tributes to President 
Masaryk. A Communist Deputy, M. 
Krosnar, and six other Communists, 
including two women, were arrested 
and a mob was dispersed by the po- 
lice, who used their clubs. In the 
committee itself, a Communist Dep- 
uty, Dr. Vachek, described the cele- 
brations honoring the President as 
‘‘a Socialist-Fascist comedy.’’ The 
Mayor of Prague declared he re- 
served the right to report the Red 
State Attorney for insulting the 
President.

DURNFORD RETURNED FIRE 


Prisoner Was Wounded In Duel, 


Witmess Says—Ex-Warden Jen- 
nings Closes His Testimony. 


From a Staff Correspondent of The New 
York Times. 

AUBURN, N. Y., March 3.—Two 
guards, wounded in the Aubyrn 
prison riot of Dec. 11, testified today 
that they saw Max Becker, a con- 
vict on trial for his life as a result 
of the uprising, shoot and kill George 
Durnford, principal keeper of the in- 
stitution. 

A third witness, a civilian employe 
of the prison, said he saw Durnford 
fall after two shots were fired and 
placed the Brooklyn defendant near 
the scene with an automatic pistol 
in his hand. 

Becker faces a death sentence if 
convicted of first degree murder for 
Durnford's death, but he heard the 
damaging testimony against him 
without lowering an eyelash. 

Milton J. Ryther, one of the 
guards, said he first saw Becker 
with Henry Sullivan, another con- 
vict, in the Mutual Welfare League 
kitchen, where he and the warden, 
with other guards, were taken after 
rioting convicts took them prisoner. 
In that tightly packed little room, 
the guard said, Becker showed the 
warden a pistol and three clips of 
cartridges and said, ‘‘We have plenty 
of ammunition and mean business.”’ 

Those were substantially the same 
words attributed to Becker earlier by 
General Edgar Jennings, then the 
warden. 

It was in the lower hall on the way 
to the punishment gallery cells that 
he saw Durnford killed, Ryther said. 

Witness Describes Shooting. 

Samuel S&S. Becker’s 
counsel, was unable to shake Ryther 
on his identification of Becker, but 
the guard finally admitted that his 
‘‘memory is poor on a whole lot of

BALTIMORE, March 3.—An- 
nouncements that an unnamed donor 
had presented a gifi of $200,000 to 
the Institute of Law at Johns Mop- 
kins University, and that De Courcy 
W. Thom of Baltimore had given 
$50,000 for a basic library at the in- 


stitute were made at a dinner given | 


by friends of the new research school 
tonight. High praise for the ideals 
and ambitions of the institute were 
uttered by several speakers, princi- 
pal of whom was Roscoe C. Pound, 


dean of the Harvard Law School. 

The gifts announced tonight bring 
the total donations t© about $850,000. 
An anonymous individual has given 
$450,000 for a building, and this fund 
will be used chiefly for restoring the 
picturesque old Carroll mansion on 
the university lawn. In addition, 
Calvin Coolidge, Julius Rosenwald 
and Alfred E, Smith have decided 
that the institute shall receive about 
$150,000 from the Conrad Hubert 
Foundation. 

Recognizing the intention of the 
institute to study all the vast com- 
plexities and clashings of present- 
day law and to try to readjust them, 
Dean Pound said: 

“The purpose of the institute is 
not to supersede but to supplement 
and make more effective the methods 
with which the profession is familiar. 
So far from genre J certainty, it 
will, I venture to think, be a great 
promoter of certainty. 

‘‘There is no one road to 
juristic salvation. There is more 
than enough to do for many agencies 
of improving our administration of 
justice. The work of the American 


Law Institute in putting the received |

WASHINGTON, March 3.—In an 
analysis of revenue and expenditures | 
for Albany, N. Y., made public by 
the Department of Commerce today, | 
the increase in the amount of prop- | 
erty taxes collected during the period 
from 1917 to 1927 was put at 126.9 | 
per cent, and from 1927 to 1928 at 9.8 | 
per cent. The per capita property | 
was $49.15 in 1928; $45.10 in 1927 and | 
$21.50 in 1917, and these taxes rep-| 
resented 68.7, 68.6 and 69 per cent of | 
the total revenue for the respective | 
years. 

The department stated that in or-| 
der to put the city of Albany on a 
basis comparable with those cities 
in which the county supervisors’ 
funds were a part of the city corpo-| 
ration, the figures given in the anal- 
is included the transactions of the 
independent county supervisors’ fund 
for the fiscal year ended Oct. 31, 
1928. Per capita calculations were 
on the basis of an estimated popula- 
tion of 120,400. 

The payments for operation and 
maintenance of the general depart- 
ments amounted to $5,129,558, or 
$42.60 per capita, in 1928, as com- 
pared with $39.80 for 1927, and $20.40 
for 1917. 


Outlays Given in Detail. 


Payments for the operation and 
maintenance of public service enter- | 
prises in 1928 (water works) amount- 


ed to $609,097; interest on debt, $929,- | 
380; and outlays for permanent im- | 
provements, including those for pub- | 
lic service enterprises, $3,190,220. 

The total payments, therefore, for 
operation and maintenance of gen- 
eral departments and public enter- 
prises, for interest, and outlays, in- 
cluding the county supervisors’ fund, 
were $9,858,25 

The totals include all payments for 
the year, whether made from current 
revenues or from the proceeds of 
bond issues. 

The total payments for the County 
S:pervisors’ fund amounted to $270,- 
749, which represents the costs for 
maintenance of the fund. 

The total revenue receipts, includ- 
ing the County Supervisors’ fund, 
were $8.611,239, or $71.52 per capita, 
for 1628. This was $1,943,204 more 
than the total payments of the year, 
exciusive of the payments for per- 
manent improvements, but $1,247,016 
less thian the total payments includ- 
ing th for permanent improve- 
ments.

AUTHORITY, SCOPE AND PURPOSE. 


Regulation by Public Service Com-/ cal reference to the desirability of| wi 


mission was adopted in this State 
in 1907. This was a radical departure 
from existing methods of control of 
public utilities.

The Supreme Court, the chief 
source of the definitions of what 
constitutes value, is often divided 
within itself. Its decisions, taken all 

together, lay the ground for meth- 
ods of determining values that per- 
mit of a great variety of interpreta- 
tions and emphasis. In these deci- 
sions intangibles are recognized con- 
cerning which the most expert tech- 
|nicians fail to agree. The way is 
|open for inflation of claims by the 
companies, which, if court decisions 
be taken as a criterion, sometimes 
run into hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars. (See the valuations submitted 
by the New York Telephone Com- 
pany and the decision of the Third 
District Court.) 

It will not be disputed that, al- 
though the task of fixing rates is 
one of their current and most impor- 
tant problems, public service com- 
missions the country over are in con- 
siderable doubt as to the policy that | 
should be adopted in connection with | 
the actual determination of fair 
value, which is basic for the fixation 
of rates. 

Analysis of the findings of the New 
York State Commission in important 
rate cases fails to disclose the appli- 
cation of a consistent policy. It was 
either tacitly or explicitly admitted | 
that in the absence of a policy, each | 
case had necessarily to be handled | 
for itself. 


Book Costs Inadequate. 
Furthermore, where valuations had |

COMMENTS. 


The commission recognizes the ad- 
vantage, from the point of view of | 
both simplicity and definiteness, that 
would result from the adoption of | 
the valuation plan described above. | 
It has given due consideration to its 
merits as well as ita deficiencies. 

The following comments seem to} 
be in order, first with regard to the| 
economic and then to the legal com- 
plications involved: 

The proposal presented by Dr. Bon- 
bright is to be explained and justi- | 
fied as a natural result of the in- 
definite and cumbersome valuation 
policy that is .based on Supreme 
Court decisions.

Legal Argaments Advanced for Plan 


From the legal viewpoint certain 
arguments have been advanced in 
support of this plan: 

(1) That if the economic reasons 
which are claimed to show the 
practical desirability and necessity 
of the plan are full presented to 
the Supreme Court that body would 
be impelled to interpret the law of 


the land in the light of that neces- 
sity. This argument assumes that 
the Supreme Court has never be- 
fore had presented to it the argu- 
ments of those who insist that the 
rate base of a public utility should 
not be determined in accordance 
with fluctuating values. As a mat- 
ter of fact, the court has had pre- 
sented to it all sorts of arguments 
based on grounds of economic 
theory against a consideration of re- 
production costs and in favor of the 
adoption of the original cost stand- 
ard. These appear, for instance, 
in the decisions or the rulings of 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion. The Supreme Court has con- 
sistently repudiated this doctrine 
and has held that reproduction 
costs must be considered in determ- 
ing the rate base.

Every decision of the Supreme Court 
bearing on this matter as well as 
the rule of reason and justice would | 
point in the direction of confisca- 
tion. With regard to future invest-| 
ments which, according to the plan, | 
are to be added to fixed capital in 
the amounts actually and prudently 
expended, future investors would be 
well aware that there was to be no 
adjustment in values whatever might 
happen to price levels. The same 
Serious objection as to the treatment 
of past investments would therefore 
not apply here.

Points to Baltimore Decision. 


The fundamental justification for 
assuming that utility value might 
remain fixed and still not be subject | 
to the decree of confiscation is that 
public utility properties are con-| 
sidered to be in a special category, 
quite different from that of private 
property.

the cost of service rendered and 
the profit realized thereon. Our rec- 
ommendations have therefore been 
designed primarily to provide com- 
plete information to the Public Ser- 
vice Commission, upon the basis of 
which it may effectively exercise its 
authority with respect to control of 
the accounts of the operating com-| 
panies. 

The domination of operating com- | 
anies by holding companies may 
n some instances be so complete 
that the holding company is actually 
engaged in public utility operation, 
in which case it should be subject 
to regulation as a public utility cor- | 
poration.

Mrs. Roosevelt said that in this 
way, women would educate not oniy 
| the young, but also themselves. ‘‘We 
jhave got to make ourselves suf- 
ficiently interesting to interest the 
younger generation,’’ she added.

MUSIC 


By OLIN DOWNES. 


Brailowsky Delights Again. 


Alexander Brailowsky has often 
played in this city, but those who 
had not heard him this season be- 
fore he played last night in Carnegie 
Hall may have encountered new 
qualities in his interpretations. These 
qualities had to do with a greater 
breadth and a greater preponderance 
of intellectuality in his performances 
than this writer had observed before. 

As as these words are read 
the conciusion will probably be that 
by “‘intellectuality”’ is meant a,‘‘deep- 
but perhaps also a drier style. 


Nothing is further from the fact. An 
artist cannot have too much intellect; 
indeed he can never have enough. 
He can have too little feeling or 
imagination to balance his technic 
and his thinking, but that is entirely 
&ncther matter, and certainly has no 
application to Mr. Brailowsky. His 
style has now more saliency, more 
contrast and power than before. 

He is a born pianist and essentially 
a romantic player. In past seasons, 
and again last night, he proved 
himself to be a Chopin in#erpreter to 
the manner born and to excel in 
those works which had a poetical or 
rhapsodic tinge. But on this oc- 
casion he not only rejoiced in the 
romantic style, but added Bach, 
Scarlatti, Schumann, Debussy, Rim- 
sky-Korsakoff, Moussorgsky to his 
palette, with the Wagner- Liszt 
‘‘Tannhauser’’ overture announced as 
a rather flamboyant finale. In his 
first group of Bach and Schumann, 
Mr. Brailowsky’s intellectual lean- 
ings, to which we have referred, 
showed to excellent advantage. 

It is true that Bach was presented 
in a somewhat debatable guise in 
Busoni’s swollen transcription of the 
Chaconne. It is easy to understand 
a pianist’s desire to play this music, 
intended for the violin. It is easy, 
also, to realize that a musician with 
the mentality and the immense vir- 
tuosity of a Busoni found the temp- 
tation to expand the presentation of | 
Bach's thought irresistible. Never- 
theless, the transcription is dispro- 
portionate and overdone. When the} 
violin says the same thing it says 
it more modestly, not less_ tre- 
mendously, and better. Mr. Brail-| 
owsky’s phrasing and general treat- 
ment of this music had the big} 
grasp.

‘INTERNATIONAL REVUE’ 


Spanish Dancer, Engaged at 
$3,600 a Week, Is to Give Her | 
Repertoire at Recitals. 


Argentinita, the dancer whom Lew 
Leslie imported from Spain for his 
“International Revue,” has retired 
from the cast of that musical show. 
According to Mr. Leslie’s office yes- 
terday, the dancer withdrew ‘“‘by 
agreement between her and the pro- | 
ducer.’’ She appeared in seven per-| 
formances of the revue. 

The office sent out the following 
statement, which was said to have} 
been issued both by the dancer and | 
producer: 

“Argentinita and Lew Leslie, con-| 
sidering that the time that can be | 
allotted to her in ‘The International 
Revue’ is entirely inadequate for o 
proper presentation of her artistry, | 
have agreed to cancel their contract | 
in order that subsequent appearances | 
of Argentinita may be made at in-| 
dependent recitals, where she can| 
properly present to the public her| 
entire repertoire.’’ | 

Mr. Leslie first saw the dancer in| 
Spain about four years ago and has 
| endeavored several times since then 


to persuade her to appear in this | 
country. By posting a bond of $10,- 
000 and guaranteeing her a salary ar | 
$3,600 a week, the producer finally | 
induced her to come to New York. 
Her departure from the show wiil 
cause Mr. Leslie to forfeit his bond, 
his attorney, Julius Kendler, said 
last night. 

Argentinita did not appear in the 
out-of-town performances of the 
revue, and on the opening night at 
the Majestic Theatre she came on 50 
late in the show that few of the 
reviewers saw her specialty.

An impressive appeal was cabled 
on Sunday to Secretary STIMSON at 
London urging that the original aim 
and promise of the Naval Confer- 
ence be not forgotten or abandoned. 
The 1,200 signers, coming from all 
parts of the country, constitute a 
cross-section of American intelligent 
The names are representa- 
tive.

The appeal was sent to Secretary 
STIMSON. It is, in reality, addressed 
to President Hoover. He has the de- 
ciding voice in giving instructions 
to our delegates in London. They 
could not venture upon an important 
step without seeking his consent. 
Thus if not at once, then surely be- 
fore long, the matter will be referred 
to his judgment. That he will make 
up his mind without an exaggerated 
fear of what the Senate may think 
or do; that he will consult his own 
courage and conscience; that he will 
put himself at the head of the sen- 
sible and steady-going body of Amer-

In Florida its eradication has been 
more destructive than was the fly 
itself, though had no control been 
attempted it is probable that much 
greater damage would have been 
done. 
| ‘The Department of Agriculture is 
'naturally proud of the achievement 

of which Dr. BAKER spoke. Even 
he seems to have doubts, for, while 
he states postively that no traces of 
the flies remain, he indicates that the 
quarantine will be lifted only if none 
are found before July 1. Prudence 
suggests that the policy of waiting 
“to make assurance doubly sure” 
is wise. 

Some entomologists have been 
| critical of the government's course 
from the beginning on the ground 


that the emergency did not warrant | 


the drastic measures and great ex- 
penditures involved in the suppres- 
sion of the pest. Local Florida in- 
terests have been sharply at odds 
about the matter.

We Have Learned Much From 

Experience With Early Panics. 

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

How great is the measure of safety | 
school buildings of today? 
Fireproof construction, ample fire- | 
escapes, broad halls and stairways 
which, 
with the frequent fire drills, elim-| 
inate practically every danger to | 
teachers and pupils resulting from 
fire and other hazards. 

No municipality, perhaps, 
eager than our own in its efforts to 
safeguard the lives of the pupils in 
its public schools. The recent explo- 
sion in close proximity to Public 
School 83 in Brooklyn, which broke | 
every window in the classrooms on 
one side of the building, hurling} 
about bits of glass and other wreck- | 
age, extinguishing the lights and| 
putting the fire-alarm system out of | 
commission, formed a perfect setting | 
But provision | 
been made for just such an! 
emergency—a_ silent alarm was} 
sounded, and in two minutes the! 
teachers had guided the 2,000 chil-| 
dren to the street in safety. 

In order better to appreciate the 
blessings of this far-seeing age, it is 
sometimes well to look back along 
the path by which we have ¢ome, 
and take note of the school panics 
which in former times occurred in 
this city. One of the worst ever ex- 
perienced happened Nov. 20, 1851, in 
Ward School 26. in Greenwich Street, 
near Jefferson Market. 

The slight incident which gave rise 
to this scene of horror was the mo- 
mentary paralysis of the woman 
principal, who was conducting a class 
in a recitation room on the third! 
floor adjoining a study hall contain-! 
ing several hundred pupils. In her 
efforts to speak, the woman’s face} 
was thrown into frightful contor-| 
tions which alarmed her pupils, who, | 
supposing she had fainted, rushed 
to the door opening into the larger 
room adjacent and screamed for 
water. The pupils, supposing the 
water was needed to put out a fire, 
sprang toward the outer door en 
mass crying, ‘‘Fire! Fire!” Their 
cries attracted the attention of an-! 
other teacher on the second floor, | 
who opened the door to see what| 
was the matter. So contagious was 
the alarm, that she was swept by the 
hurrying mass into the hall, eddied 
into the current descending from 
above, and carried, against all her 
powers of resistance, down to the 
basement. Now the railing along the 
stairs began to give way, and the 
pupils were pitched headlong to the 
bottom, a struggling, seething mass. 

Down the other stairway the pupils 
rushed impetuously in constantly ac- 
cumulating throngs until that, too. 
was choked up. Here the banister 
also gave way, and the poor strug- 
gling, half-gasping little creatures 
were either crushed or forced head- 
long into the pit below, already 
crowded to suffocation by those who 
had been forced to the bottom. Of 
the 1,800 pupils in the building at 
the time of the disaster not all at-| 
tempted to escape by the regular 
exits; many jumped from the win- 
dows and were either maimed or 
killed instantly. 

An alarm was spread throughout 
the city that the school building was 
burning. The police and firemen 
were soon on the spot, and on break- 
ing in the front door, 
firmly locked, beheld an avalanche 
of screaming, struggling humanity. 
The morgue, the hospital and the 
station houses were filled with hun- 


dreds of the dead and the dying. 

It was such horrifying spectacles 
as this which aroused popular senti- 
ment for safeguarding our public 
schools against such calamities. 
And how conscientious the teachers, 
the principals and the superinten- 
dents are of their duty is evidenced 
by the careful planning and super 
vision that are given to fire drills, 
which take place regularly as a part 
of the school curriculum.

| posed bridge over the Golden Gate, 


the entrance to San Francisco har- 
bor. The latter was rejected by the 
Navy Department, under Secretary 
Wilbur, as being a menace to na- 
tional safety. In a letter to me about 
three years ago Secretary Wilbur 


| quoted the decision of the Navy De- 


partment in oppostiug the Golden 
Gate bridge, which held that the 
wrecking of such a bridge would im- 
peril national safety, by either lock- 
ing the fleet in the harbor or locking 
it out of the harbor, thus preventing 
refueling and reloading with sup- 
plies. He indicated that if ever the 
question of a Narrows bridge was 
to be presented a similar decision 
would be made for similar reasons. 

The argument of Mr. Fowler that 
the bridge structure would sink into 
the mud of the Narrows channel bed 
does not carry much force. The tow- 
ers an@ decking for such a bridge 
would be immense. The load of the 
bridge upon the mud would be dis- 
tributed over this decking so that 
the wrecked structure would surely 
maintain the superstructure well 
above the safe navigation depth 
limit, while for an indefinite period 
obstructing tidal flow, the very thing 
Fowler protests the pro- 
jected Narrows tunnel will do. 

On the matter of the adverse tidal 
flow which the Narrows tunnel would 
probably develop, Mr. Fowler offers 
something of greater interest. Un- 
restricted tidal flow is necessary to 
maintain highest sanitation and best 
conditions. The present 
plans for building the Narrows tun- 
nel are dictated by the limitations 
of working imposed upon present 
compressed air shield tunneling, and 
upon its competitive method, trench 
tunnel construction.

A Prolific Writer. 


David Herbert Lawrence, son of a 
coal miner, was regarded by many 
critics as a genius and one of the 
century’s greatest authors, by cen- 
sors as ‘‘obscene.’’ He began to write 
early in life and at 44 had published | 
twenty-one volumes of novels, short | 
stories, essays, travel books and! 
plays. He had also contributed fre-;| 
quently to magazines. | 

Predominantly concerned with the} 
problems of sex, Lawrence’s works | 
delved into psychoanalysis and were | 
often symbolic, with a lyric ferocity | 
that, belied his personal gentleness | 
of manner, the unassuming poise of 
his frail figure. Always traveling, he! 
was seldom interviewed, yet, when) 
questioned, he was quick to reply, | 
with biting satire. 

Lawrence was born in humble cir- 
cumstances in Eastwood, Notting- 
ham, England, on Sept. 11, 1885. His) 
youth was spent in the environment | 
of grime and poverty and disillusion- 
ment which forms the background of | 
‘“‘Sons and .Lovers,’’ his best-known 
and, perhaps, his greatest novel. He 
worked his way through high school 
and Nottingham University, where | 
he met the girl he marnmed some} 
time later. 

He taught school for a time in the 
small mining village of Crodon, hat- 
ing the work, yet not knowing what 
he would like to do. He became en- 
gaged to a girl there and, with no 
thought of literature, wrote poems 
to her. Seeing their merit, the girl | 
sent them to Ford Madox Hueffer | 
Ford, then an editor of a magazine, 
who published them. At 23 Law-| 
rence was thus launched on his ¢ca-! 
reer and soon afterward his first | 
novel, ‘‘The White Peacock,”’ was} 
published. | 

From that time on Lawrence wrote} 
almost continually, rapidly attaining! 
success in England and America. 
and winning the plaudits of the 
critics. ‘‘Sons and Lovers,’’ pub-| 
lished in 1913, brought him his| 
greatest fame. Two others that 
caused considerable controversy but 
which were highly praised and widely | 
rend were ‘‘Women in Love’’ and} 
‘‘Aaron’s Rod.”’ 

Calling ‘‘Sons and Lovers’’ the best | 
novel of his first phase, Lawrence} 
said that ‘‘Women in Love’ was the 
rreatest of his second, although his! 
contention was that the last of the! 
great English novelists died with 
Thomas Hardy. Traveling almost) 
everywhere, he wrote fiction and fact} 
of the countries he visited, including 
Mexico, Australia and the United 
States. New York, he said, with its 
furious mechanized life, was to him 
a symbol of decay.

During the ten years ended with 
1929 the people of the United States 
scrapped automobiles for which 
they had paid $12,156,000,000, ac- 
cording to data gathered by the 
Niagara Fire Insurance Company.

After deducting 
the cost of those relegated to the 
scrap heap, it appears that in the 
course of the decade a net addi- 
tion to the nation’s wealth of more 
than $14,000,000,000 should be cred- 
ited to the automobile.

ON THE BURLINGTON: 


Northern Pacific and Great 
Northern Agree to Drop 
Joint Control of Road. 


TO GET CHICAGO ENTRANCE 


Distribution of Stock of Outside 
Line Among Merged Carriers’ 
Stockholders Is Proposed. 


Interests behind the proposed mer- 
ger of the Northern Pacific and the 
Great Northern Railroads are pre- 
pared to accept the recent decision 
of the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion, which approved the merger 
with a specification that the Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy Railroad be re- 
leased from the joint control exer- 
cised by the two roads. The North- 
ern managements believe release of 
the Burlington could be effected in 
law and in fact by a distribution of 
Burlington stock to shareholders in 
the two Northern roads. 

It was learned yesterday that the 
Northern roads are prepared to re- 
Burlington in view of the 
commission's deci- 
sion that the lines should be allowed 
an entrance into Chicago. It was 
pointed out also that in their merger 
application the Northern roads made 
no demands as to inclusion of the 
Burlington and left the disposal of 
that road to be indicated by the com- 
mission.

The Great Northern Pacific agreed 
in its petition and the commission 
provided in its decision that the 
merged system should provide use 
of the Spokane, Portland & Seattle 
Railway to the Chicago, Milwaukee, 
St. Paul & Pacific. Opposition of 
the Milwaukee to the merger plan 
hinged on the use of terminals. In 
their proposals for the use of term- 
inals the Northern management will 
be guided by the general considera- 
tions of the commission’s consolida- 
tion plan rather than by the policies 
of any one railroad. 

That a proposal to distribute Bur- 
lington stock to Northern’ share-| 
holders may arouse considerable dis- 
cussion before the commission was 
indicated in Commissioner Joseph B.

Prices of Staple Near Last 
Week's f.ow Marks as Wheat, 
Silver and Silk Decline. 


BUYING POWER !S LIMITED 


Reductions In Acreage for New 


Crop Apgear Less Than Advised 
by Farm Board. 


A 4cent break in wheat, a decline 
in silver and further weakness in 
silk combined yesterday to carry old 
crop deliveries within a dollar a bale 
and new crop positions less than 10 
points from last week's low figures 
on the Cotton Exchange. Although 
initial quotations were virtually un- 
changed from Saturday, selling pres- 
sure depressed prices because of the 
limited buying power. Final quota- 
tions were 11 to 21- points lower on 
the day. 

The Senate passed an amendment 
to the tariff act for a duty of 7 cents 
a pound on long staple cotton, im- 
ports of which aggregated 300,000 
bales last year, mainly from Egypt. 

Owing to active short covering in 
the recent improvement of $3 a bale, 
buying power proved lighter than 
last week, both trade houses and 
professional operators offering the 
market little support: With world 
consumpon of American cotton on 
a decreased scale compared with that 
of the last three years, the prospect 
of an addition of several hundred 
thousand bales to the carry-over at 
the beginning of the currept season 
gives Southern holders an unsatis- 
factory market for unsold cotton. 

Thus far Southern advices concern 
ing new crop preparations have not 
been such as to stimulate 
buying of contracts. A 
publication estimated 
reduction in acreage at 
and 6 per cent based on replies from 
correspondents in both Eastern and 
Western sections. Members of the 
farm board believe a reduction of 
12 to 15 per cent is essential to re- 
store profitable prices to the 
ducer.
